Words and Principles 


Politicians are said to practice the art of the 
possible, not the art of the plausible, but we 
nonetheless suspect that the nation’s polity would 
benefit from clearer concepts of where politicians 
really stand. 

For example, the word “liberal” in U. Ss. politics 
has come to be applied to folks whose ideas run pretty 
riuch counter to notions of individuality and economic 
freedom that define the word in most dictionaries. We 
admit to having accepted the usage ourselves, just so 
everyone will know who we mean, but we know full well 
that many “liberals” today are in fact statists, 
advocating policies that weaken the individual’ and 
strengthen the state. 

The reverse of a “liberal” is said to be a 
“conservative,” who supposedly upholds old-fashioned 
uberalism. Yet Presideni Nixon, feild io oe a 
conservative, slapped wage and price controls on the 
U.S. economy in 1971. Some people might say that 
was Statism too. 

The President isn’t being threatened with 
impeachment for that dui for allegedly obstructing 
justice and sundry other offenses. The lawyers 
preparing the case against him are themselves sworn 
to uphold the law and thereby protect the rights of 
individuals. 

Yet their own observance of the law hasn't been so 
meticulous either. Choice tidbits of evidence tending 
to incriminate the President have been leaking out of 
their investigations with studied regularity, well before 
being presented in any official, legal context. 

We could perhaps go on and on, about those 

among the “consumerists” and “environmentalists” 
who seem to have more on their minds than helping the 
consumer or the environment, for example. Or perhaps 
about the state's mounting concern over everyone’s 
“safety.” But maybe we've made cur point. 
6 This point would seem to be that both the words 
and principles current around Washington are in need 
of some averhaul so that the public could have fewer 
euphemisms and a clearer idea of where puiiiicians 
really stand. !f that happened maybe that steadily 
ebbing public confidence in politics and government 
would reverse itself. As things stand now, the statists 
seem to be doing a pretty good job of undermining the 
Stale. 


Economic Suicide 


Many see the approaching congressionai eiection 
as an opportunity for so-called liberals to take control 
and push ahead with new taxes on profits and on 
wealth. There will also, no doubt, be proposals for 
tighter regulation of basic industries in the United 
States. All programs will be advocated in the name of 
consumers. 

Before leaping off this economic precipice, it 
would be well to observe what happened in Great

Most of us are suspicious of 
economic corruption within our 
nation. The problem has been 
amplified by the current claim 
of wide spread shortages coupl- 
ed with spiraling prices. Some 
people blame the labor unions, 
others the giant corporations 
and still others biame crooked 
politics. We shall speak of 


Ours is capitalism. This instru- 
ment of expansion is controlled 
by a system of rewards which 
ereaies an incentive for further 
invention and expansion. ‘These 
rewards are paid from an aceu- 
mulation of surplus within the 
system. The system begins to 
decay when someone starts 
hording the surplus, or when 


the system beeomes “institu- 


the system becomes 
tionalized.” This has been a 
major factor in the downfall of 
every world power regardless 
of the particular economic sys- 
tem involved. The United 
States is now suffering from 
“institutionalization” or a hord- 
ing of our surplus wealth. 

There are only three basic 
approaches to resolve our cur- 
rent economic ills: 1) Reform 
the system. By this we mean to 
correct the abuses within the 
capitalistic system. This should 
be our ideal choice. 2) Cir- 
cumvent the system. By this is 
meant to replace capitalism 
with another system such as 
socialism. Much effort is being 
exerted in this direction. 3) 
React to the system. By this is 
meant the intended destruction 
of capitalism with no thought of 
the future. A few radical 
groups have publicly voiced 
such goals. 

The United States stands as 
a living monument to the world 
of what capitalism has done, 
and can do. We don't need 
another economic system. We 
need a return to the mets 
mind our country. great. oun 
economic problems come from 
an internal decay of our moral 
fiber.

“Feds” Are Quick To Know 
Good Thing When They See It 


The boys from the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service are 
quick to know a good thing 
when they see it. 

Always on the sharp look-out 
for a fast buck, they have now 
decided that they want a cut of 
the revenue frum Michigan's 
lottery, which netted about $62 
million in its first year of 
operation. 

They contend that Michigan 
must hand over $21 million of 
the gross receipts from the 
lottery since it started late in 
1972. They also say that Mich- 
igan’s 8,000 lottery agents and 
130 lottery system employees 
must purchase $50-a-year gam- 
bling stamps. 

Their contention is based on 
the fact thal results of horse 
races are used in the final 
selection of top winners. This 
involved system was devised 
because the IRS told New 
Hampshire it could be used so 
individual winners could avoid 
paying the federal gambling tax 
on lottery proceeds. Lottery 
winnings are subject to the 
federal income tax but not the 
state tax in Michigan. 

The IRS may have 2 battle on 
its hands in trying to cut in on 
the lottery proceeds because 
nine States already employ the 
same system as Michigan to 
determine winners and Ohio. 
Illinois and Maine will join them 
later this year. 

If the IRS wins the fight. 
Michigan's lottery will be crip- 
pled just when it ranks first in 
the nation in gross and per 
capita income. 

Since the lottery went into 
operation in November, 1972, 
Michigan’s general fund has 
netted almost $190 million - 
which is $100 million that did 
not have to be raised in taxes 
from Michigan residents. In 
addition, another $100 million 
has been returned to persons 
holding winning lottery tickets, 
including [4 millionaire win- 
ners. Unlike some states which 
have experienced deciines in 
lottery income, Michigan's is 
still inereasing_

month since the lottery began.

Michigan officials and those 
of other affected states will 
meet within a few days with 
IRS officials in Washington to 
try to clear the air and convince 
the “feds” to keep their hands 
off the state lottery fund. In 
Michigan the money goes into 
the state's general fund to help 
finance state government.

Some political moves 


open for questioning 


Cynicism, it is said, is an 
occupational disease with news- 
paper people. 

It shouldn't be that -way, of 
course. Reporters, as with all 
folks, should give each new day a 
chance to start with sunshine 
rather than rain. 

But alas. It is only infrequentiy 
so with reporters—especially those 
who are exposed to the political 
world. Maybe it's something in the 
water, 

Why cio reporters become cyn- 
ics? Or better yet, why do they let 
their cynicism show, sometimes 
even wearing it as a badge of the 
prcfession they follow? 

One reason is that political 
reporters become exposed to e- 
vents like the decision of State 
Rep: Fred Stackable of Lansing to 
return to private iife and private law 
practice, foregoing another crack 
at serving in the state legislature. 

Stackable is a Republican, and 
his announced reason for not 
running again in 1974 is that it’s 
too tough to serve as a Republican 
in a Democratic-controlled'legisla- 
ture. His minority party Status, 
Stackable said, has given him 
“some very frustrating moments.” 

As a Republican in a Democratic 
house, he said, it is impossible to 
become chairman of any commit- 
tee, and “without the power you 
are unable to point or direct the 
legislature in any direction.” 

Indeed, serving as a Republican 
in 2 topheavily Democratic house 
could be a mighty frustrating ex- 
perience—if the Republican takes 
his job seriously and conscien- 
tiously tries to serve the people 


and accomplish good for the 
pubiic. 

So Mr. Stackable has a good 
point. 


Another reason for his retreat 
from public service is the pay he 
noted. 

He pointed out there has been 
no increase in his $17,000 salary 


since he took on the isb in 1074: if

claimed. _ 

That’s another point he makes 
this is an 
indictment of tight-fistedness on 
legislative pay levels, or an indict- 
ment of indiscriminate folly in 
establishing other pay standards is 
open to serious debate. 

What has all this to do with a 
newspaperman’s cynicism? Up to 
this point, nothing. 

The cynicism arises with the 
knowledge that in the 1972 election 
—the last time around the track— 
Mr. Stackable had io survive a 
recount to win election to the 
house, being returned to public 
service by a mere 76 votes. 

With the cutting edge of Water- 
gate this year, plus a lot of other 
intangible influences, there might 
logically be some question as to 
whether Mr. Stackable—or any 
Republican candidate—can carry 
the 58th district Stackable now 
represents. 

Effectiveness? Compensation? 
Both very good points, and legiti- 
mate reasons for withdrawing from 
the campaign. 

But so is survival. 

Then there’s our good governor, 
the Hon. William G. Milliken. 

According to recent reporis, 
Gov. Milliken is preparing to ask 
the Legislature to put a $1 billion 
bond issue on the November ballot 
to provide’ seed money (it is 
reported) for a statewide transpor- 
tation pian. 

He, figures the prograrn would 
help “the whole state of Michigan, 
including the Upper Peninsula.” 
Milliken discussed it with Detroit 
Mayor Coleman Young, who ac- 
cording io reports, aiso thinks it's 
a good idea. 

Although details are sketchy so 
far, apparently a good hunk of 
bond issue would go to help. 
finance the massive $5 billion 
transit -plan developed by the

GEORGE A. SHAIBLE, SR., 
SERVICES HELD HERE 


George A. Sehaible, Sr., a 
resident of Grayling for 56 
years, passed away at Grayling 
Mercy Hospital on 7 June 1974. 
He was born on 31 January 
3888 at Lansing, Michigan, the 
fourth son of Christine and 
Conrad Schaible. He attended 
Lansing public schools and on 
3] January 1912 married Etta 
M. Fletcher in Lansing. To this 
union were born two children, 
George A. Schaible, Jr., Per- 
sonnel Officer of the Depart- 
ment of Military Affairs in 
Lansing, and one daughier, 
Mrs. Beverly Kinkerter of 
Grayling. 

Mr. Schaible worked as a 
plumber and steamfitter with 
his brother before beginning 
his career as an ernployce of the 
then State Military Establish- 
ment in Lansing on 26 February 
1917. He was transferred to 
Camp Grayling in October, 
1918 and his first temporary 
living quarters for himself and 
his family were a tent. From 
1918 to 1931 Mr. Schaible 
worked at Camp Grayling as 
Assistant Camp Superintend- 
ent being promoted to Camp 
Superintendent in 1931 after 
the death of Henry Bauingras. 
Mr. Schaible supervised the 
building of most of the mess- 
halls, latrines, barns, and stor 
age buildings erected at the 
Camp during this period and 
considered it a great day indeed 
when electric power and sew- 
age system were installed in 
1928. His staff then increased 
from the original three men to 
include a plumber, carpenter, 
mechanic and Richard Lovely in 
his office. During his tenure of 
employment Mr. Schaible serv- 
ed under five Quartermaster 
Generals: Colonel Walter Rog- 
ers, Colonel LeRoy Pearson, 
Colonel Harry E. Loomis, Col- 
onel Herbert F. Layle, and 
General R. D. McDonald. Mr. 
Schaible retired as Camp Su- 
perintendent on 31 January 
3958. 

Second in relation to his job 
interest was his interest in 
bunting, fishing, and conserva 
tion. His hunting companions 
were often Rube Babbitt, Otto 
Failing, and George Skingley, 
al] Conservation Officers. Mr. 
Schaible initiated and built the 
first toboggan slide located on 
Division Hill, carrying the 
water by teams of horses to 
freeze the toboggan troughs. 
And many were the northern 
pike: he caught while fishing 
Lake ‘Margrethe. 

Mr. Schaible also served for a 
period in the Michigan National 
Guard. He intisted on 17 March 
1908 and served until 2 March 
1912. He served in Company H. 
3d Regt and Btry B, 119th Field 
Artillery. Mr. Schaible was also 
a life member, Past Worshipful 
Master, and Secretary of Gray- 
ling Masonic Lodge No. 356. He 
was actively associated with 
the building of the present 
Masonic Temple in Grayling in 
1930. He was also a life member 
of the 1.0.0.F. In earlier years 
he regularly attended Michel- 
son Memorial Church. 

Surviving beside his widow, 
son, and daughter are two 
grandchildren, Scott and Kirs- 
ten Schaible of Freeland, one 
sister, Mrs. Clara Ryan of 
Lansing, nephews and nieces 
including one great niece, one 
great, great niece and one 
great, great, great niece.

Gas Sales Slump Causes Road 
Fund Shortage. 

The decline in gasoline sales, 
primarily due to rising prices, 
is creating a serious shortage of 
funds to use for constr eat 
and maintenance of roads. 
recently received some nak 
ties from the County Road 
Association of Michigan point- 
ing out that gasoline gallonage 
used by motorists fell 12.2 
percent in Aprit compared with 
the same month a year ago. 

Until higher gasoline pump 
prices and energy conservation 
measures dropped gasoline us 
age, Michigan had experienced 
a steady 5.1 percent annual 
increase in motor fuel revenues. 

Many road commissiuns are 
already deeply worried that 
revenues are well below antici 
pations and they fear their 
ability to maintain safe road 
standards is in serious jeopar- 
dy. This is a serious problem 
that resulted from the energy 
shortage to which little atten- 
tion has been given. 

The decline in gasoline sales 
is a clear indication that the 
motoring public is doing its part 
to live with the fuel shortage. 
Higher gasoline prices alsu 
make pleasure driving econ- 
omically burdensome. I am not 
advocating increased driving to 
increase gasoline sales which 
thereby increase construction 
and maintenance fund reve- 
nues. 

The decline in construction 
and maintenance revenues, 
however, is a very serious 
problem and I wanted to make 
you aware of still another 
adverse impact of the energy 
crisis.
